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E that went our from the Son of God, did betray him into the hands of ſinners, 

for thirty pieces of filver, though he had earen and drurk with him, into waom 

(after the Sop, the Devil entred , ſonow , that which goes out from him, rhe 

reaſoner, (inthe carnal part, the viſible part,) the conſulcer with fleſh and blood, 
(into which the Devil enters, ) that berraies him now, for money, mark , for ſomerhing 
vible, periſhing , for earthly things, the things of this life, or world ; (there'ore ler all 
watch over thar pair, and keep it in ſubjeRton , for in it lyeth the ground of all ceraprati- 
ons ) this was prophane Eſaws ſtate , who ſold his birth-righr for a meſs of Potrage , for 
rhe viſible fading things, to ſatisfie his belly, the earthly part, then ſonghr a place of repen- 
rance too late; and this is the fooliſh Vireins, the double minded , the mixt multitudes 
Nate, the falſe ſpies, and rhe Murmerers ate, which looks ar the vibble things, at the vi- 
{ible oppoſition, ond the viſible help, and nor alone to the inviſible God, theſe go down ro 
Egypt for help, (the land ofdarkneſs and bondage) and truſt in horſes, (bur che Egypti- 
ans are men, and not God, and their horſes fleſh and not ſpirir, (mark that ) and rheſe God 
will perfue (wiftly. and ſmire between the joints and their harneſs, (he that reads let him 
underſtand) and this 1s the word of the Lord God to youall, whoſe Gate this is, your pro- 
fetſion of the truth and yourlove in word and tongue,the Lord loathes, ye are a buithen ro = 
him, and he will ſhortly eaſe himſelf oi you , excepc ye ſpeedily repent , for you are the 
unſtable, the ſloathful, the fearful, the mitxr people, th2 waters, the Whore {ts vpon you 
you bow, you fall under her , and the beaſt which carrierh her, having received rheir mark 
or image (lerin their ſpirit or nature ) by which ye are overcome ,ard ſo gives chem eaſe 
and not torment, crying ſecretly in your hearts , yyho is able ro mike war with the beaſt, 
&c, Theſe are the bad ſpies,by whom the good land is evil ſpoken of ( & not of C a/ebs ſpi- 
rit that wholly followed the Lord) ye are faint hearted, ſich were thruſt back, & ſuch 
now are ſhut out fromamong the army of the Lamb, as not fit for the kingdome of God, 
ye are them that will make the excuſes to ſave ſelfalive, who mind earthly things, ene- 
mies tothe Croſs, whoſe end will be deſtruction, excepr ſpeedy repentance , for youare 
thediſcouragers, the Traytors, into whom the Devil (the God of the wotld) hath entred 
and chrough his ſubrilty and che fleſhly reaſonings are you deceived, and overcome, with 
the glory, riches, honor, eaſe, and the reputation c: this preſent world, (the exceeding 
high mountain rempration) and ſo Chriſt Jeſus, (who overcarfie the Devil in cheſe things) 
15 not your way, (what ever you profeſs) but Eſaw that ſold his birthrighr, and [edas 
which berrayed him, through whom came the great ſufferings,upon the noble ſeed which 
could never bow, (as it is this day) and Caleb rent his garment at the report of the bad 
ſpies, and of them thar ſaid one to another,lert us make a Captain, and ler us return into 
Egypt, Num. 13, ch.14. theſe were the provokers whom God would ſmite and di.:nherir 
that they ſhould not ſee the good land, bur Calebs ſeed ſhall pyſleſle ir, 

Therefore in Gods fear and dread ler all conſider theſe things, for he that bows bur one 
inch to the Divelin any thing (in this day of cryal , and hour of rempration ) hath (otar 
betrayed the Lord of Life and rheir reſtimony, and hath given their power to the beat , 
which makes war with the Lamb, and the Saints,and ſo are nor with (but again(i) Chrit, 
the royal ſeed and birth, which can never bow to the Divel, bur ſees through all his ſecret 
twinings, and withſtand him till he bow under and leaves him, This is che Heir of eternaf 
life, bur that which goes forth bowes and berraies, is the heir of eternal condemnation, 
Therefore if any among you (in Iſrael) be in zny meaſure guilty hereof,or have provoked 
the Lord hereby ,fer them lay theſe things to heart, 2nd with ſpeed repent before ir be 
coo late leaftthe midnight-cry overtake yon, and then you ſtrive to enter whenthe door 
is ſhut. Andthis is a warning from Gcd in ſeaſon, through an earthen veſlel, 7, B. 
The Son of Man goeth, as it is written of hins , but wo unto that man by whom the Son of mans 

betrayed, it had been good for that man if he had not been born, Mat, 26.24. 
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
